MLK's childhood 
friend delivers 
stirring speech

Described as a living source on 
the life and ministry of Martin Luther 
King Jr., Al Brinson shared stories of 
his childhood growing up in the King 
household, his lifelong friendship with 
King and his struggles in the civil rights 
movement at the fourth annual MLK 
prayer breakfast Monday. 

Amidst laughter and shouts of 
"that's right" from those gathered, the 
breakfast felt more like a large family 
reunion than a formal speech. 

Brinson - a Baptist minister or- 
dained in 1965 by King and his father 
at their Ebenezer Baptist church in At- 
lanta - was just eight years old when 
his father left the family. 

"From that moment on Martin Lu- 
ther King Sr. became a surrogate father 
to me," he said. 

At the time, King Jr. was just 17. 

"I've been asked, Well, when did 
you meet Dr. King?'" Brinson said. "I 
don't know, I cannot remember a time 
when I did not know him. He was 
MLK Jr. to me." 

Brinson said though he knew him, 
King would still leave him in awe when 
he spoke. 

"All of the events of those times, I 
had the privilege of being through with 
him until the day he died," he recalled 
with a smile. "His words carried such a 
powerful force for hope." 

Brinson praised the breakfast as 
a testament to King's legacy and all 
that has been accomplished since his 
death. 

"Years ago, in the times of growing 
up in the segregated south, these kinds 
of gatherings were not possible," Brin- 
son said. "But today we have a privi- 
lege of proving to the world, start- 
ing with these young people, who will 
be here after most of us are gone, that 
those of us who came in an earlier gen- 
eration were not all bad and we could 
reach across and bind each other with 
our heart and our love and our hand- 
shake: This is what the celebration of 
Martin Luther King Jr.'s birthday be- 
comes." 

Hildy Hurren is a member of the 
MLK Memorial Committee and the 
woman responsible for bringing Brin- 
son to Manhattan. 

"The main thing he wants to get 
across is that where there's love, there's 
no failure, and where there's peace, 
there's success - all of us working to- 
gether, all races - and that's what Dr. 
King was all about," she said. 

Brinson lauded the communi- 
ty of Manhattan for the openness and 
warmth he found during his five-day 
visit, especially at this moment in time 
as the country inaugurates its first black 
president. 

"It's pretty special for him to come 
to Manhattan, he doesn't necessarily 
travel to small towns like this," Hurren

Brinson celebrates King, Obama victories

He remembers fighting for the right to 
vote, he remembers sit-ins at Atlanta res- 
taurants in protest of the South's Jim Crow 
laws, and today he will witness something 
he never thought possible: the inauguration 
of America's first black president. 

"All of this came as a surprise, we were 
fighting because we knew we were right 
and what was going on was wrong - not 
because we thought we would become fa- 
mous," said Al Brinson, childhood friend of 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

Brinson, who spent years under the tu- 
telage of Martin Luther King Sr. at Ebenezer 
Baptist Church in Atlanta, said watching 
King Jr.'s work and leadership evolve into 
a movement of social acceptance has "truly 
been a surprise" that has led to Obama's in- 
auguration. 

"It was a long struggle to get where we 
are now," the 71-year-old said. "People lost 
their lives, people were killed and lynched 
behind this cause. And now almost 50 years 
later we have reached the highest ceiling in 



American politics." 

Brinson was brought to Manhattan by 
the Martin Luther King Planning Commit- 
tee this weekend to speak at a prayer break- 
fast Monday. The Baptist minister, who was 
nine years younger than King said M.L. Jr. 
- as he refers to him - was like an older 
brother to him. 

Brinson commented on how historic 
this week is for all Americans. 

"Jan. 19, Martin Luther King's Birth- 
day and Jan. 20 the inauguration of Barack 
Obama - these two dates are unbelievably 
historic," he said. 

Brinson said Obama's election would 
not have been possible without a major 
thrust from King. 

"We were all inspired by M.L. Jr.," he 
said. "No leader can be a leader by him or 
herself. True leadership inspires other peo- 
ple and that is what he did." 

Brinson said growing up, "No one 
knew that M.L. would be this great man

Collegian staff writer Tyler Sharp chose 
to heed the theme of Martin Luther King Jr. 
Day - "make it a day on, not a day off" - by 
volunteering with dozens of other communi- 
ty members. This is an account of his day. 

For as long as I can remember, Martin 
Luther King Jr. Day has been about service. 

The federal holiday, which existed for 
1 1 years before being designated as a nation- 
al day of volunteer service, has consistently 
been filled with myriad activities commemo- 
rating the life of King, who famously gave of 
himself time and time again for equality. 

As a person who recognizes the intrin- 
sic and extrinsic benefits of service, it would 
have made sense for me to fully utilize the 
holiday in past occurrences. While I fre- 
quently volunteered in high school and car- 
ried this over into college, I had never volun- 
teered on MLK Day before. 

This year that changed. 

After seeing flyers around campus and 
hearing about the events from fellow Col- 
legian staff members, I decided to take part 
in the Martin Luther King Jr. Day of Service 
through the K-State Volunteer Center. Events 
ranging from neighborhood clean-ups to 
spending time at nursing homes offered nu- 
merous opportunities for involvement. 

Upon examining all options at the reg- 
istration site in the Manhattan Town Cen- 



ter, I decided to volunteer for a shift at the 
Hope Ranch Therapeutic Riding Center. The 
center, located on West 69th Avenue outside 
Manhattan, offers a therapeutic equine pro- 
gram for individuals with disabilities. 

Ken Scroggs, president of the center's 
board of directors and owner of the land 
around the center, said inclement weath- 
er forced the cancellation of programs on a 
somewhat consistent basis in the past. In re- 
sponse, the center began constructing a large 
indoor arena that, when completed, will fea- 
ture a riding area and multiple stables. 

Upon arriving at the site with five oth- 
er volunteers, Scroggs, his son and assorted 
other helpers, two site leaders and our group 
of volunteers went to work. Jeff Cummings, 
Erik Corado, Juan Carlos Brito, Josh Dotson 
and Aaron Trent, who joined me in the ser- 
vice event, were a diverse group of men who 
all hailed from the fourth floor of Putnam 
Hall. 

Juan Carlos and Erik were experiencing 
their first MLK Day. Juan Carlos had been in 
the country for around four days after leav- 
ing his native Ecuador. He is taking English 
classes, among others, from K-State while 
working an internship. He plans on return- 
ing to K-State to work toward a master's de- 
gree in agricultural economics. Erik, a native 
of Guatemala, had not been in the country 
much longer. 

We provided the ranch, which relies on 
volunteers, with service by building new sta- 
bles for the horses. The group helped lay the 



foundation for stables by leveling dirt and 
sand. 

Not surprisingly, I found that Josh and I 
shared a similar emotion about MLK Day. 

"I didn't have much to do today so I 
thought I would help out," he said to me. 

The great thing about MLK Day is that 
while people volunteer for a variety of rea- 
sons, they all unite behind the idea of helping 
others. Though my shift with those four guys 



was brief and not always filled with conversa- 
tion, it was very enjoyable and the feeling of 
accomplishment resonated. The atmosphere 
in the big arena was one of hard work the en- 
tire time, but the people who were working 
took time to joke in between bits of work. 

At the conclusion of the shift, I knew I 
had helped achieve something that many in- 
dividuals will enjoy for years to come. For 
me, this was the best part of volunteering.

As we strive to give 
you interesting and in- 
formative inaugural cov- 
erage with podcasts, blog 
updates and video of lo- 
cal events, we think it's 
worthwhile to look back 
at where we've been. 

When James K. Polk 
was sworn in as presi- 
dent on March 4, 1845, 
his inauguration was 
the first covered by 
telegraph and the first 
known to be featured in 
a newspaper illustration. 

By 1857, James Bu- 
chanan's inauguration 
was the first ceremo- 
ny known to be photo- 
graphed. 

It was not until 40 
years later that William 
McKinley's inauguration 
was recorded with a mo- 
tion-picture camera and 
almost another 30 years 
- in 1925 - before Cal- 
vin Coolidge's inaugura- 
tion was broadcast na- 
tionally over radio. 

Herbert Hoover's in- 
augural ceremony in 
1929 was the first to 
be recorded by talking 
newsreel, and 20 years 
later, Harry S. Truman's 
ceremony was the first 
to be televised. 

A half century then 
passed before Jan. 20, 
1997, when William Jef- 
ferson Clinton's inau- 
gural ceremony was the 
first to be broadcast live 
on the Internet. 

Twelve years later, 
where are we? We're 
not only receiving e-mail 
and text alerts about 
what just happened, 
we're watching it live 
on our laptops and cell 
phones. 

Technology has al- 
lowed us to get closer 
and closer to history as 
it happens. 

If you're reading this, 
it's most likely because 
you're not at Obama's 
inauguration, but it 
doesn't mean you're 
missing out.

Citizens need to hold Obama accountable for him to succeed as president

Whether you are a Republican, Demo- 
crat, Libertarian or indifferent, few can ar- 
gue that President Barack Obama is en- 
tering the White House facing the worst 
American economy since Franklin Dela- 
no Roosevelt was elected president dur- 
ing the Great Depression in 1932. And few 
students do claim they are not affected by 
the slumping economy, either during an af- 
ter-graduation job search, dwindling sup- 
ply of money from parents or the shrinking 
amount of loan money for college educa- 
tion. 

With that in mind, we need 
to band together to support 
Obama in his mission to 
create and save several mil- 
lion jobs during his first few 
years as president. Last week, 
House Democrats unveiled 
an $825 billion stimulus 
package, which would 
include $275 billion in 
tax breaks and $550 
billion in spending. 

The U.S. is los- 
ing jobs, money and 
much more; an injection 
of money is needed to jump-start 
the economy and rejuvenate in- 
vestment and confidence in the 
markets. 



I'm not a very econ-savvy person, but 
an economics professor once told me the 
federal government cannot generate reve- 
nue on its own. The revenue comes from 
people the government taxes, so money will 
have to come from the wealthy people who 
need it least.

But since it is our money, we need to 
keep Obama and his administration and 
Congress accountable. Obama has said he 
will be the most transparent candidate for 
decades, including posting the contents of 
a stimulus bill online for the general public 
to study. Now the public will have to live 
up to its civic responsibility - to hold politi- 
cians accountable and ensure its tax dollars 
are going to reasonable sources. 

Obama needs the public's support, but 
he also needs to be challenged. On Sun- 
day's "Meet the Press" 



TV show, political commentator Tavis Smi- 
ley mentioned that great presidents are not 
born but are made great by the decisions 
they make and what they learn from those 
decisions. If Obama makes a bad decision, 
he needs to know; but he also needs to 
know when he has made the right decision. 
It can't just be one man - and his associ- 
ates - left to figure out the mess our econ- 
omy is in. He needs help with what should 
be done and what should be pushed to the 
side. 

We want him to succeed; we need 
him to succeed. Years of making risky in- 
vestment decisions and ignoring the symp- 
toms of a depression have left the economy 
in shambles. We can no longer expect it to 
stabilize itself like it has in the past. 

Obama and his administration have 
the immensely delicate task of stabilizing 
the economy, but they should not have to 
solve it by themselves. They need guidance, 
support and criticism not from Republicans 
or Democrats, but concerned Americans.

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Government can improve by doing less, not more

In these uncertain times, 
businesses are scaling back. In- 
vestors are lowering expecta- 
tions and consumers are gener- 
ally buying just enough for their 
basic needs. The federal govern- 
ment should also be scaling back 
because the recession is hurting 
government tax revenue, and cur- 
rent social programs will lead to 
massively increased spending in 
the future. It is simply easier to 
accomplish a few core objectives 
than many of them. 

For the government to ac- 
tually accomplish anything, it re- 
quires money - generally from 
payroll taxes, but because of ris- 
ing unemployment, there is less 
income to tax. Right now, states 
and local governments are hurt- 
ing the most because they de- 
rive most of their money from 



sales taxes, but the federal gov- 
ernment won't be far behind. For 
the past 80 years, the government 
has solved that problem through 
deficit spending and borrowing. 
According to the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Debt, the public debt stands 
at $10.6 trillion, which is roughly 
75 percent of the Gross Nation- 
al Product. In comparison, dur- 
ing the Great Society reforms in 
1967, debt was only 40 percent of 
the GNP. 

With an aging population, 
there will be increased spend- 
ing on Medicare and Social Se- 
curity. According to the Govern- 
ment Accountability Office, fed- 
eral debt will increase to unsus- 
tainable levels by mid-century in 
lieu of reforms. This is without 
the decrease in tax revenues we 
will surely see. With this financial 
crisis looming on the horizon, 
cutting back on obligations is ab- 
solutely necessary for the govern- 
ment. 

The republic was founded 
on the principle of low but solid 
goals. This is a good time for pol- 
iticians to go back to the basics 
of governance. Polemics from 
both the right and the left have 
railed against the overreaching of 
the federal government, wheth- 
er it be in social or economic is- 
sues. At the same time, govern- 



ment meddling has yielded less 
than spectacular results. The De- 
partment of Energy was estab- 
lished in 1977 with the goal of re- 
lieving dependence on foreign 
oil, and the percentage of oil im- 
ported has steadily increased ever 
since. 

Despite decades of federal 
efforts toward lowering teenage 
pregnancy numbers, USA Today 
found a 3-percent increase in the 
teen birth rate between 2005 and 
2006, the latest years for which 
statistics are available. This is 
against the backdrop of a steady 
fall in those birth rates since it hit 
a high in 1991, but it includes in- 
creases in a majority of the states 
and is general across demograph- 
ics. 

In contrast, when the fed- 
eral government concentrates 
on core basic needs, it has a bet- 
ter record. Constitutional man- 
dates like coining and regulating 
currency, raising and maintain- 
ing armies and regulating inter- 
national and interstate commerce 
have all been followed with a fair 
amount of alacrity. This focus is 
what guided the nation for the 
first 150 years and into the posi- 
tion of world's greatest nation by 
the advent of World War I. The 
back-to-the-basics approach of 
concentrating on necessities is 



steady and solid. While it doesn't 
offer solutions to our problems, it 
provides a framework for individ- 
ual citizens to try out their own 
solutions. 

None of this is to say that 
the transition to a less proac- 
tive government will be pain- 
less, though. There are countless 
beneficiaries of government pro- 
grams, and some of those pro- 
grams would be eliminated under 
any government restructuring of 
goals. However, when the nation 
is going through a rough spot, 
sacrifices are necessary. With the 
current situation, no one is ex- 
pecting to improve their situa- 
tion. The harsh realities of the 
government's financial situation 
have to be taken into account. 

If the government reeval- 
uates the situation and relaxes 
the regulations and spending it 
deems periphery to basic needs, 
the government will be acting 
just like the consumers and busi- 
nesses in the world today. We are 
adjusting to reality, and the pol- 
iticians would be wise to follow 
suit. Not even the government is 
recession-proof.

Cutting simple calories leads 
to visible progress 
in healthy lifestyle goals £l

In one of my favorite 
Bill Murray movies -"What 
about Bob?" - a world-fa- 
mous psychiatrist suggests 
his latest book to a clingy, 
fearful patient. The book, 
called "Baby Steps," helps 
Bob overcome his fears, and 
in a ridiculously hilarious 
way, do many things he nev- 
er thought he'd do. 

Whether we write 
down our goals every Jan. 
1 or not, many students 
have aspects we would like 
to improve about ourselves 
and our health. "I want to 
eat better" isn't very specif- 
ic. How exactly do we go 
about eating better? Some- 
times our goals are a lit- 
tle more precise: "I'd like to 
lose five pounds by spring 
break." A good goal, but we 
need a plan to get there. 

Some of the best advice 
I have ever come across re- 
garding healthy life chang- 
es was: Don't make any 
changes you can't live with. 
In a quest to eat healthier, 
many people go on crash di- 
ets or refuse to eat desserts 
for a week. By the end, they 
crave all the things they've 
left behind. These people 
give in to cravings, ruin the 
diet and feel defeated. 



Chances are, it might 
be good to take a bit of ad- 
vice from Bob and practice 
taking baby steps. Though 
it might seem obvious, the 
best way to go about achiev- 
ing a goal is to break it into 
small bits, and take them 
one at a time. 

For example, let's as- 
sume the goal is to lose five 
pounds in time for spring 
break. There are about 
nine weeks until then. Los- 
ing half a pound per week 
is a healthy and reasonable 
goal. Let's break it down 
even further: Half a pound 
per week is about 1,750 cal- 
ories. Divide that by seven 
days, and you have to cut or 
burn 250 calories per day. 
We have a specific goal bro- 
ken down into small steps. 

Now for the plan: 
250 calories isn't much. It 
could be cutting out three 
cookies at dinner or a late- 
night pizza run. It could 
also be adding an aerobics 
class or about 30 minutes 
of jogging on a treadmill 
at a 10-minute-mile pace. 
Instead of picking just 
one , you can alternate or 
substitute. One day, have 
dessert, but don't overdo it 
and make sure to exercise. 
The next day, rest, but don't 
indulge in midnight pizza. 

Once you've practiced 
these behaviors for a month 
or so, you'll find they're 
practically a habit. By taking 
baby steps, you can make a 
healthy lifestyle both attain- 
able and enjoyable.

HOLOCAUST 'SURVIVOR' EXPOSED 
AS A FRAUD 

A heartwarming Holocaust memoir 
that is set to become a big-budget film has 
been exposed as a hoax by a Jewish survivor 
in Britain only 
weeks before it 
was due to be 
published. 

Her- 
man Rosenblat's 
"Angel at the 
Fence: The True 
Story of a Love 
that Survived," 
tells how he met 
his future wife as 
a girl when she 
threw apples to 

him over the barbed wire fence of the concen- 
tration camp where he was held. 

Oprah Winfrey, who twice invited 
Rosenblat to her talk show, hailed the book 
as "the single greatest love story ... we've ever 
told on air." The still-unpublished memoir be- 
came the basis for a children's book and a $25 
million feature film, "The Flower of the Fence," 
which is scheduled to start shooting in March. 

The Feb. 3 publication date was 
abruptly canceled at the weekend, however, 
when Berkley Books, an imprint of Penguin 
Group (USA), said it had received "new infor- 
mation" from the author's agent. 

Holocaust scholars doubted the 
story, and it was exposed by the New Republic 
magazine. Ben Helfgott, a former Schlieben in- 
mate, told the magazine that Rosenblat's story 
was "simply an invention." Rosenblat joins the 
swelling ranks of discredited memorists. "I 
wanted to bring happiness to people," he said. 
"I brought hope to a lot of people. My motiva- 
tion was to make good in this world." 

The film's producer plans to go ahead 
with the project. Harris Salomon of Atlantic 
Overseas Pictures said he had always planned 
a "loose and fictionalized adaptation."

INAUGURATION: PILOT SULLENBERGER, 
FAMILY INVITED 

U.S. Airways pilot Chesley B. "Sully" Sul- 
lenberger and his family are going to the presi- 
dential inauguration, the mayor of his Califor- 



nia hometown said Sunday. 

Mayor Newell Arnerich said the town of 
Danville is also planning a welcome-home cel- 
ebration for the pilot who landed his crippled 
aircraft safely in the Hudson River Thursday. 

An aide to President Barack Obama said 
Sunday evening that all five members of the 
Flight 1549 crew have been invited to the in- 
auguration today. The aide spoke on condition 
of anonymity because details were still being 
worked out. 

The Danville mayor said Lorraine Sullen- 
berger told city officials that the family would 
leave for the East Coast on Sunday. The pilot's 
wife and daughters haven't seen Sullenberger 
since he's been hailed as a hero for saving the 
lives of all 155 on board. 

Danville has scheduled a celebration Sat- 
urday for Sullenberger. Arnerich said the event 
is tentative because he is not sure when the pi- 
lot will return home. 

The mayor said a U.S. Air Force Color 
Guard and flyover are expected. Sullenberger 
was named best aviator in his class at the Air 
Force Academy.

Some knife-wielding partygoers ruined a 
Brooklyn, New York party celebrating the re- 
lease of "Notorious," the biopic about rap leg- 
end Biggie Smalls. 

Four men were stabbed at about 3:25 a.m. 
Saturday at an event billed as the "official after- 
party" for the movie. 

The flick currently holds the No. 3 position 
in this weekend's box office race. 

Three of the men were listed in stable con- 
dition at the Brookdale Hospital. The fourth 
was in critical condition after being stabbed 
several times. 




A spokesperson for the studio, Fox Search- 
light Pictures, said on Saturday, "It's an unfor- 
tunate and isolated incident, but there is no 
connection to the filmmakers or the studio." 

It wasn't just New York that saw 
"Notorious"-related violence. 

According to reports, a 32-year old man 
was shot in the abdomen during a sold-out 
opening of the Biggie Smalls biopic on Friday 
night in Greensboro, N.C.

Shalee Lehning hit a 
3-pointer with 34 seconds re- 
maining to put the Wildcats 
up by seven points and seal 
their 59-52 victory over Iowa 
State on Saturday afternoon 
at Bramlage Coliseum. 

The victory came after the 
Wildcats were handed their 
first loss of the season at the 
hands of the No. 3 ranked 
Oklahoma Sooners in Nor- 
man, Okla. However, the loss 
did not concern head coach 
Deb Patterson and her team. 

"The reality is everybody 
you line up against has the 
potential to beat you," Patter- 
son said. "We understand that 
there are things we didn't do 
well and there are going to be 
things all season long that we 
have to do better to find a way 
to win games. That is why we 
play the game." 

K-State (15-1, 2-1 Big 12 
Conference) began the game 
quickly with a 6-0 run; how- 
ever the Cyclones battled 
back, led by guard Kelsey 
Bolte, who had a team high of 
18 points. 

"They are very physical, 
and tonight was no excep- 
tion," senior forward Marlies 
Gipson said. "They are not as 
big as [Courtney] Paris from 
Oklahoma so using our quick- 
ness was important and work- 
ing the high/low post. I think 
me and Ashley [Sweat] con- 
nected well on that tonight." 

With the physicality the 
Cyclones presented, the Wild- 
cats attempted 27 free throws 
in the contest but only man- 
aged to hit 17. 

"We weren't necessarily 
finishing at the foul line at the 
level I think we are capable 
of, but we got there, and that 
is the first step," Patterson 



said. 

The Cyclones (13-4, 1-2 
Big 12) tied the game with 
5:18 remaining in the first half 
with a jump shot in the paint 
by junior guard Lacey Ali- 
son. Alison was fouled on the 
shot. However, she could not 
convert on the free-throw at- 
tempt that would have given 
the Cyclones their first lead of 
the game. 

The Wildcats led the con- 
test 23-19 at halftime and 
were anchored by Lehning 
offensively coming out of the 



break. Lehning went on a tear, 
scoring 13 consecutive points 
during the first six minutes of 
the second half. 

"I just went for what the 
defense was giving me," Lehn- 
ing said. "At halftime we did 
talk about getting more ag- 
gressive and having more of 
a flow on the offensive end. I 
think in the first half we were 
kind of disoriented on offense, 
but in the second half we kind 
of got things together." 

Lehning finished with a 
game-high 22 points and reg- 



istered seven rebounds while 
handing out three assists. 

The Wildcats hit the road 
for their next contest at 7 p.m. 
Wednesday when they take 
on the Red Raiders of Texas

- Road 
woes continued for the In- 
state men's basketball team, 
as the Wildcats lost to the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers 73- 
51 on Saturday night in the 
Bob Devaney Sports Center. 
With the loss, K-State falls 
to 1-3 in true road games. 

K-State (11-6, 0-3 Big 
12 Conference) started the 
game off strong. Both teams 
traded baskets, and then the 
Wildcats scored five con- 
secutive points to take a 7-2 
lead. 

Nebraska (12-4, 2-1 
Big 12) climbed back into 
the game by pressuring the 
Wildcats and forcing them 
into committing eight turn- 
overs in the first nine min- 
utes of the game. The Corn- 
huskers were able to take 
the lead by scoring 1 1 points 
off the Wildcat turnovers. 

After that stretch, K-State 
never seemed to regain its 
composure. The Wildcats 



would committed 17 turn- 
overs in the first half. Ne- 
braska took advantage of 
the K-State miscues by scor- 
ing 21 points off turnovers 
and ended the first half on 
a 12-0 run to take a 32-21 
lead. 

"At the end of the half 
we got away from some of 
the idea of what we were 
trying to play with," head 
coach Frank Martin said. 
"We didn't put our guys in 
the right area on the floor 
where they could find suc- 
cess." 

The second half started 
the way the first half end- 
ed. Nebraska continued to 
pressure K-State, and the 
Wildcats continued to com- 
mit turnovers. This allowed 
the Cornhuskers to start the 
second half with a 13-5 run 
that extended their lead to 
45-26. 

Nebraska never let up on 
pressuring K-State, continu- 
ally forcing the Wildcats to 
make poor decisions, lead- 
ing to more turnovers. The 



Cornhuskers made the 
most of these miscues and 
extended their lead to 30 
with 4:51 left in the game. 

By the end of the game, 
K-State had committed a 
season-high 25 turnovers, 
which the Cornhuskers 
converted into 34 points. 

"I think we are just rush- 
ing things right now," se- 
nior forward Darren Kent 
said. "We need to get back 
to the basics of playing and 
get back into a rhythm like 
what we had at the begin- 
ning of the season." 

K-State returns to action 
against the Baylor Bears at 
8 p.m. Wednesday night in 
Bramlage Coliseum.

KU proceeded to run 
the Wildcats right out of 
the building. K-State did 
cut the Jayhawks' lead to 
three, but KU led most of 
the game by double digits. 

Losing those two games 
was no big deal and prob- 
ably was expected by many 
people when the schedule 
first came out. It was not 
the end of the world to lose 
to two of the top teams in 
the Big 12. 

But it seemed the team 
would not let those games 
go, and the result was 
Saturday's game against 
Nebraska. The Cornhuskers 
dominated on their home 
court and at one point 
during the game led the 
Wildcats by 30 points. 

Nebraska is a good 
team, but there is no way 
they should have beaten In- 
state that badly. They were 
picked to finish behind In- 
state in the preseason poll. 

Now the Wildcats 
are facing an 0-3 start to 
conference play, and if they 
lose Wednesday night to 
the No. 21 Baylor Bears, 
K-State can kiss its NCAA 
Tournament hopes good- 
bye. 

One good thing about 
facing another top 25 team 
is that the game is in Bram- 
lage Coliseum on Wednes- 
day. Before the Oklahoma 
game, K-State was 9-0 in 
home games this season. 

If K-State fans can rep- 
licate the atmosphere that 
was there during the Okla- 
homa game this Wednesday 
and at every other home 
game for the rest of the 
season, the Wildcats should 
come out victorious. 

And if the Wildcats 
win the rest of their home 
games, it would give them 
seven conference victories. 
As long as the team can 
win some road games, the 
Wildcats have a chance of 
making the NCAA Tourna- 
ment for the second straight 
year. 

It all starts Wednesday 
night. So come out and be 
loud because it's going to 
be a fun night. 

But don't do it because 
I told you so. Do it because 
this team needs its fans 
now more then ever.

According to the 
agenda, Pottawatomie is 
one of the fastest grow- 
ing counties in Kan- 
sas and is considered a 
key stakeholder in the 
airport. If passed, the 
Pottawatomie County 
Commission will make 
a recommendation for 
appointment.

said. "He's usually in At- 
lanta with King's sister, 
Christine Farris, around 
this time." 

In his closing words, 
Jim Spencer, another mem- 
ber of the MLK commit- 
tee in Manhattan, said the 
breakfast had more people 
than any of the previous 
years and it was going to 
continue to grow each year 
as more and more people 
celebrate King's life. 

"What was really in- 
teresting was to get a more 
personal view of Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King's life than 
what you get in books," 
said Sherry Williams, a 
member of the Army sta- 
tioned at Fort Riley, af- 
ter Brinson's talk. "This is 
such a remarkable time, I 
wanted to get out and cele- 
brate."

that he became." 

He did say that there 
was something "very spe- 
cial about M.L." 

Brinson said when 
M.L Jr., went to Mont- 
gomery, Ala., to pastor 
a church, he came at the 
right time for God to use 
him. 

It was right after 
Rosa Parks refused to 
give up her seat in the bus 
that ministers in Mont- 
gomery wanted to take a 
stand against segregation 
in forming the Montgom- 
ery Improvement Associa- 
tion. 

M.L. Jr., being the 
new kid on the block as a 
first-time pastor in Mont- 
gomery, was elected to 
lead the association, he 
said. 

The position was a 
risky one and not many 
pastors were willing to 
take it - except King, 
Brinson said. 



"He was prepared," 
he said. "He was a think- 
er and a committed young 
minister preaching a mes- 
sage of non-violence." 

"There was something 
special about M.L. Jr., just 
like there is something 
special about Obama," he 
said. "When I saw Obama 
speak in Germany and all 
the Germans that support- 
ed him, I just knew - this 
man is something special." 

Brinson said many 
people ask him if King 
was really nonviolent. He 
said he always responds, 
"Yes, it was just in his na- 
ture." 

"He would have 
fooled generations of peo- 
ple if he wasn't," he said 
with a chuckle. "I believe 
in divine intervention ... 
God made certain people 
to do certain things." 

Brinson retired as As- 
sociate General Secretary 
for the American Bap- 
tist Association - the first 
black to be in such a posi- 



tion. 

When he was or- 
dained in 1965 by King 
and his father at their 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, 
he said there was one 
thing one of the ministers 
said at the ordination cer- 
emony he will never for- 
get. 

"There's one reason 
why you are here that you 
need to know - all around 
you there are girls, boys, 
men and women that are 
falling - you all are in the 
business in keeping people 
up on their feet," he said. 
"As ministers we were tak- 
ing a stand and laying our 
lives on the line for what 
we believed were right." 

Brinson said he plans 
to write a book recording 
all the stories he loves to 
travel around to tell stu- 
dents. 

"The value of my sto- 
ries is that they are mine 
and there is no one that 
can tell my story like me," 
he said.
